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4* On 21 January 1941, there appeared In the Rumanian 
newspaper *tM/jirsul tt a report of a speech made by Subject on 
19 January 1941 before a group of university students. Subject 
appeared in his role of President of the National Obion of S udani *q 
Christian Students, (see paragraph 2), the meeting, according to 
the article, opened with the singing of various Legionnaire (Iron 
Guard) songs, after which TRIPA made his speech, excerpts of which 
are quoted below,
